WOMEN ESCAPE 
IN DESPERATE

LONDON, May 5.—Eleven British 
trawlers have been sunk by subma» 
Hues in the North Sea in the past 
twenty-four hours. 
Reports today seem to indicate a 
concerted German submarine attack 
on the British fishing fleet, apparent* 
Iv in an attempt to paralyze the Eng­ 
lish fishing industry. 
Reports from Hull and Grimsby say 
seven Hull trawlers and four Grlmfeby 
trawlers were lost. 
The fate of all the crews 
is 
not 
known, but at least three were saved, 
it is believed. 
Iii substantiation of the statem ents 
j regarding the latest submarine oper­ 
ations being directed at the fishing 
boats the admiralty today displayed 
copies of an announcement by toe Ger­ 
man admiralty under date of ApHI 
17, declaring the object of submarine 
and aerial elorts must be to sink the 
British fishing fleet. 
The announcement cited the Eng­ 
lish determination to starve Germany, 
drawing me conclusion that the logi­ 
cal reply would be to disable the Brit­ 
ish fishing fleet. 
The trawler Collingwood arived to­ 
day at Grimsby after a thrilling es­ 
cape from a German submarine which 
fired forty shots at the boat. 
The ships were fishing quietly when

Some tried to run and a few 
escaped. 
The others obeyed the Ger­ 
man orders and deserted their ships, 
which were promptly riddled from the 
guns mounted

The trawlers sunk were the Hector, 
Boh White, Progress, Coquet, lolantbe, 
Hero, Northwards, Rugby and three 
I unidentified. 
The crews of three were picked up 
i by the trawler Leonard and landed at 
Hartlepool. 
They said the Germans 
provided them wit,h a supply of black 
bread before leaving tuein adrift la 
their boats. 
The submarine was very large, and 
is believed to be of the latest type.
